She was prominent and popular 
monïber of the class of R.VC.. '25 
beloved and res-peoted by the mem- 
bers of her own year as welt as by 
those of the other years. She gradu- 
ated., v,-lth:dlstlnctlon^ in ihe Ordinary 
Course' of - ArlsV ' ' 

During her, four, years at McGill 
Miss Eardly was keenly l.»arested In 
all coUego activities, especially tie 
Delta Sigma Society and the S.C.A. 
As [president of the Delta Sigma So- 
ciety in her fourth year she was 
largely responsible for .the formation 
of the "Woman's .Intercollegiate' . De 
bating Union of Canada. 

Miss Eardley debated for her year 
on several occasions, and took part 
in a great many of the dramatic 
activities of this Society. 

One of the formost members of the 
S.C.A. as a Discussion Group Leader 
and Bis a speaker Miss Eardley waa 
well-known to the members of the 
Association and to t^ie general pub 
lie. Pew people will forget the stir- 
ring address she dellverad In the 
American Presbyterian Church at the 
first Young Peop'.e's Rally of the 
United Church of Cajiada In Montreal 
Her Interest was not confined to 
college activities however, tor Miss 
Eardley was a splendid worker In 
both the Olrl Guide and the Canadian 
Girls in Training Movementu. 

Last May she took up "work as A« 
sistant Minister Zlon United Cliurch 
Brantford Ont. and at tho time of her 
death was attending a County Con 
vention at which she wais one of the 
principal speakers.

• in 'atiotiier column. The Students' 
Council, following the example of the 
lost three years, lias consented lo a 
drive on behalf of the Federated 
Charities of Montreal, and has piven 
official appointment to two undcr- 
■ craduntcs to conduct the campaign. 
And yet tlio Kedorntod Charities or- 
Konization is not a Dominion body, nor 
even Provincial, but essentially metro- 
politan. 

Last year, (luring ilie most success- 
ful of the .«Uidcnl i";impnlgns, the 
question was raised why the I'oderated 
Charities, admittedly a Montreal in- 
stitution, sought funds from a collette 
nation-wide in lis character and, per- 
sonnel. JIany undêrjn'aduatcs, coming 
from other p.irtp of the country, and 
from foreign Kinds, found it difficult 
lo understand why a "McGill Cam- 
paign" was being conducted. 

Several answers, each perfectly true, 
can be^made. Bj- aiding Montreal in 
Its non-sectarian drive, it is helping 
the City that helps so generously the 
University. I5y making a contribu- 
tion, however small, the point Is raised, 
that charity begins at home. It is all 
very well, so- it was said, for Mont- 
, real undergraduates to help Montreal, 
but should not the man from out-of- 
town assist rather his own charities? 
The reply Is simple. For the major 
part of the year, the McGlIl under- 
graduates is on inhabitant of Mont- 
real; he accepts the city's hospitality, 
and makes use of its institutions, "\^^ly, 
then, should he not help its charities? 
For one other reason the men and 
womei},of ,^Gill should be staunch 
suppoftfers' "61 the campaign that 
starts this morning. In place of 
twenty or thirty tag-days, there is now 
. one appeal for thirtj'-one agencies as- 
sociated in an efficient whole.

Comparative Phyviology 

COIVIPARATIVE PHYSIOLOGY, by 
Lancelot T. Hogbpn: London Sidg- 
wick and J.Tckson Ltd. 7-6. 
This is a text-book for graduate 
.■students, although it contains parti* 
wlilch arc of interest to all familiar 
with the techncal I.inguago of zoo- 
log>' and the comparatively new use 
of mathematics in biology. For that 
re;i.son the hook moi' be oommendod 
to medical students— people always 
in danger of losing their sense of pi-o- 
poriion from their necess.iry preoc- 
cupation witli p.athoIogical man. 
Comparative Physiology ;8 ono of a 
series of "test-books of animal bio- 
log}-," edited by Julian S. Huxley who 
is less but more justly fnmou.s than 
his brother '^Mdous. The book has of 
course, a personal interest for us at 
M<!G111, for its author Is now a mem 
ber of our staff Dr. Hogben, a.1 
ihougTi a young man, has already 
made Important contributions .n his 
field of roseaxch, and this book Is by 
no means the only product of his pen. 
The co-oridination of thought here 
displayed Is but Indicative of Profcs 
sor HcG'ben's even wider oahollc.ty of 
Interests, particularly In philosophy 
and sociology. 

To treat of the work critically is not 
now the reviewer's task. Let us ad 
mit that a journalistic mind Is in- 
capable of reading such a work with 
the essential^ ^-understanding.. Let us 
dock, hbw,ever;;^f6r"lhe day'''w5ien the 
basis of a 'libwaJ education Is biology 
Instead of dead languo/ge. The latter 
were our preoccupation in the past, 
while now the liberally educated man 
is he with a sm.atterlng of psychology 
-vseless economics, and silly news- 
paper gossip. Tne cultured person of 
a latter <lay, we may hope,, will bo 
distinguishcd by a sclentif c know- 
ledge of the phenomena of organic 
matter . 

Of particular interest to the general 
reader is the concise explanation on 
pp. 166-168 of the work of the It-us- 
slan, Pa,vlov, an account of wnose 
experiments It is dlftcult to procure 
In English. The restUts as sunimariz-' 
od lean heavily toward the mechan.- 
islic Hide of the eternal argument be- 
twen the vitalists an/l the Ooglclal 
matr'allsts. Many students .shrink 
from the purely mochonteal interpre- 
tation of the universe, but on the 
whole It Is simpler, and It once esta- 
blished, win bo euier to srasp.

Each year, the Federated Charities 
make an appeal lo McGtll for several 
thousand dollars, and In tho past, the 
College has always responded favour- 
ably. As yet, no figures concerning 
tho objective of this campaign have 
been published, but the imdorgrudu- 
ales will doubtless bo uskod to sub- 
scribe more than a thousand dollars. 
Liist autumn, tho final sum\ot all the 
men and women contributors reached 
the very .singular total of Jllll.ll, and 
the managers of this year's team are 
determined that this record will, it 
at all possible, be broken. 

Tho organization work has been pro- 
gressing favourably tor some lime, and 
It is anticipated that every cl.oss will 
have a miniature drive well under way 
cither today or tomorrow. Tho re- 
sults year by year will bo announced 
as tho team captains obtain figures, 
and comparisons made with the total 
at tho same period last ye;ir. 

Every undergraduate was approach- 
ed in former campaigns, and a similar 
attempt will be made this year, but all 
those who wish to contribute, and have 
the poiiortunlly of doing so, are asked 
to get Into communication with the 
managers, or with Dr. Porter in the 
Chemistry Building.

limes he had opportunities for a run 
of thirty or at least twenty yards 
.after a catch only to hesitate until 
ho was swamped by the Queen's wing 
St. Germain's kicking was crr.Tllc bui 
this could never excuse tho showing 
by tho McGIll wings and those who 
got down under kicks. Time and again, 
three and four .McGIll players would 
get down on top of Vo.ss and Hal- 
stone only lo be caught flat-footed 
wlten they faked passes and got away 
for twenty, thirty and even forty ytird 
runs. On one occasion, four McGlil 
men were down on top of Voss and 
the tri-color half faked a p.t.ss to no- 
body In particular to elude all four 
"of them for a 52 yard run. 

Again, on tho line, McGIll failed to 
show anything. They could not stop 
the bucks of Ilowai-d and Monahan 
and often got fooled on the Queen's 
plays that they h.ave seen for the last 
four years. Queen's pulled their old 
criss-cross that Is. about as deceptive 
OS a kid's alibi with the tell-talo jam 
sclll on his face, and AIcGllI were 
talien in. Qiie'en's have been pulling 
that play for at least three years and 
still every time it was 'Used on Sat- 
urday It was a good ground-'galner. 
On one occasion, Durham went through 
ajjple "a. million Allies wide" and had 
he not tripped he would have got at 
least forty yards Instead of the fif- 
teen he made. Monahan wiia doing a 
good deal on the line-crashing and 
wan making steady gains. McGill's 
manner of stopping him .seemed to be 
running Into the big fellow which gen- 
erally ondod In disaster. On the few 
occasions that anyone attempted to 
clip him, he did a beautiful spiral into 
tho sawdust, yet no ono seemed to 
realize that timt wa.i tho logical way 
to stop the lino-crashing phmibor. 

McGIll, In short, lost ground in every 
conceivable manner. They had Ihoir 
klck^i blocked at least four times when 
two •^voeks ago they were blocking 
kicks on tho opposition.

The show 
Ing of ' the Mcaill team In Kingston 
gave the two Itundred or so rooters 
who' made the trip veiy little to on 
thuse over and wits nol the sort of 
p'lay that wins football games. Had 
the red and white team played any 
where nearly as well or showed half 
the firht that beat Varsity, the flags 
wfjuld bo hanging at half onaat for 
Queen's a&piralions for a fifth slralgh 
Inlercollegialo title. Many of those wh 
made the trip laid the blame to th 
fact that the team miulo the Journey 
to Kingston in the morning and got 
right off the tjrnin to. step on tho field 
and play. They pointed out that the 
saving of a few dollars on a good 
night's sleep for the U(|uad might hav 
something to do with the loss of tho 
game. Some of them were, in fact 
quite expressive in their views on th 
mutter, which, however, does not scon 
to hold sound reasoning. Whatever th 
reason, McQIll lost and the Intorco 
legialo is still very, much anybody's 
race. »

Christians and the Jews suffered 
from neglect and through minority 
Thus it was natural that they lormed 
an al'iance's. This alliance lasted for 
a century. Thi- advances made by the 
Christians were Insignlfcant com 
pored to the JewLsh. The rich Romans 
sav the beauty of the Jewish laws, 
and the poor Romans saw great ma 
terlal advantages in becoming Jews. 

In the tîiird century. Christians 
saw that în order to acquire pop 
ulurlty. It was necespary to serve 
connections •n-lth Judoism. 
,."In_fact the Jews revolted against 
the Romans under Barcocha, the 
Christians were not only neutral and 
unsympathetic, but they even held 
aloof and became cold towardB them. 

The fourth to the eiKbth century 
found conditions where there n-as no 
room for confllat between Christianity 
and Judaism which would evoke 
Anti-Semitism. In the eight century, 
the jowB were scattered all over 
prlncipaly along the shorep of tCie 
MedKerramaa Sea. Tbvy did not sut 
fer any presocutions except on 
church holidays. From the eighth to 
the fifteenth century, Antl-ScmitlBro 
was heard of. Catholicism was uni 
vernal and paramount. There was no 
eign of the Rcna/iHsanoe and the Re- 
formation. FtnLdullsm turose. There 
ynuB B. now formation of European 
etotes. Races whl^oh migrated from 
Asia began to form. These races were 
lUl subjects to domlBam Christianity. 

The Ghetto was our own achieve 
ment and not an Imposition by the 
ChrlBtians. It was a product of liab- 
blnlsm In the third century. The ISu 
ropeans of the Dark Ages wanted to 
destroy ghettos, but we would not as 
Vimilate. 

It was at the beginning of the six- 
teenth century that Anti-Semitlsn) 
took on. ]t was then a religious form. 
Luthor in Germany began a new move 
ynenjU Cardinals began to question the 
doctrines of the Church. It was inevit 
Cble that the Papacy souglit some 
means of counter-acting this- new 
doctrine, and then began the "Counter 
Befromation." The "Counter Refor 
(nation" was carried on by the Jesuits 
and the Jiiqluaion. Everyone waa tor 
turod by it. Even Popes' uei)huws 
were burned at the stake. 'J'he Jews 
were one group of many. 

Tlie Ca^olicti began to work against 
the Jew.B in order to prevent them 
fronri combining with the Protestants 
against them. 

Spain gave to the Jews the greatest 
liberties in culture during tho Inquisi- 
tion. The "Golden Age" of Jewish 
history was during tills period. The 
beat of writura and poots ^Ived then 
and the govorniuçnl of Spain was 
compoBCd ol' Ji'.WH and Moors. 

If we look into the histoi°y of each 
]>uropcan state separately, wo Mliould 
»co persecutions of the Jews happon- 
In^, but wc can deduct that there was 
jio great general pcrcccullon in iOuropo, 
b,ut an imaginative product of our 
linds. 

During the nineteenth century there 
vas a ,wa>', ,of Jl.<lbçry.llHm in all coun- 
rJes_of JBurope. For example, in 1848 
' .(Scrutany it is said that the struggle 
tr Jjlboralisni was looked upon by 
the .Jews -w^tli favour. ; 

Jn .Germany in 1860, Nationalism led 
to Auti-Somittsm. It waa merely a re- 
pqtltion oi charges against Judaism 
■ .w.hich existed before. Tlio Judail spirit 
,cp,îtld not <bo tolerated in ^uropc bc- 
.^uso the JewB >vould not .conform to 
fbf .|iiflB>Hsi.D ,organiza,tion. TJ|ioy

It is 
fine that there were Jewish clans and 
Jewish .capltalKsts • but thai is fine 
for all other nations. 

You Jewjah studonU should b© the 
first not to accept the fact ihat there 
is anti-Semitism among the Protestant 
and Catholic Students. You will find 
gestures, axrtlonB, ànd words whic'n 
would look like Anti-Semitism. Look 
about >"Oiu carefully and ask jxnirself 
whether it is Anti-Semitism or not. 
when you are convinced that it is 
/Vntl-.Semltism, don't meet it with a 
speech of apology for your existence. 
Antl-Sesnltism must be met by Semi- 
tism. U mut be countered intelligent- 
ly.'!
